Captain Brownrigrgf's Fatal Encountor 
Trtta a Slave Dhow—Mot hlo Death 
Fiaratiner Liko a Lion. 

Acting-Commander Goodridge, of 
H. M. steamship London, oir Zanzibar, 
has sent in. his report of the attack on 
the slave dhow off Zanzibar, in which 
L'apt. Brownrigg, was killed. Tita de- 
ceased left'' the ship on NoverivW'27tb, 
in the EJtlftnf pinnace, with seven men, 
besides hia steward, an interpreter and 
the writor,to inspect the boats engaged 
in the suppression of the slave trade at 
Pefhba Island. On Saturday, 3rd of 
December, when passing through Ko- 
kota Gap, a dhow was sighted ahead 
coining towards the boat flying french 
colors. Captain Brownrigg went along- 
sUgeiwith the evident intention of ex- 
aminrag the ship's papers. Ho had 
sent the coxswain forward with a boat

hqpkTto make fast, and took the tiller 
hiiiiself. "When close alongsido the 
coxswain mw eight or ten men crouch- 
ing in the boat with levelled guns, flo 
shouted to the captain, when the men 
rose mid fired. The coxswain closed 
with one of the enemy and fell over- 
hrmrd with him. Fifteen or twenty 
live Arahh .then hoarded the pinnace, 
and at their first tiro killed one man 
and wounded three others. They found 
little difficulty in driving; the rest, who 
were unarmed, overboard. Captain 
Brownrigg and the steward were loft 
in the after part of the boat. ITo 
seized a rifle at the first volley and fir 
ed, knocking an Arab over; but before 
he could reload three or four rush- 
ed towards him. Clubbing his rifle, 
he' kept' tlleih at hay, lighting with 
great determination. The survi- 
vors, who were in the water, 
describe him. us fighting like a lion. He 
knocked two of his assilanfl, but waif 
at length cut across the forehead and 
then on the hands by the long sword 
of the Arabs. He fought thus over 
twenty minutes, till slut through the 
heart, and having received twenty 
other wounds he fell dead. Samuel 
Massey, A, B. , was severely wounded, 
and supported to the shore by Alfred 
Yatofl; leading seaman, and William 
UoHistonj" ordinary. The remaining 
stoker and the interpreter swam 
ashore. The writer, John G. Aers, 
having been mortally wounded at first 
fire, there only remained the steward, 
who was lying aft feigning death. The 
Arabs having sailed away in their dhow, 
the leading stoker got on board the 
pinnace, he having been in the water 
all the time. He got up steam and 
picked up the men on the beach. They 
then proceeded to find Lieu*. Henry 
W. Target, senior officer in charge, of the 
boats at Peruba, who, being twenty- 
five miles distant, could not get up in 
timo to capture the dhow. Acting 
Commander Goodridge, in a postscript 
dated ; December 9th, adds that the 
dhow lias been captured and fully re- 
cognizee], and he learns that eight Arabs 
implicated have been captured and an 
other shot. One was believed, to he 
captain of the dhow.

AIT EZ-SOLDIER'S SUICIDE. 

Proferroa to Tako His Lifo to Having: 
to'Livo Like a Chinaman-Singular 
Lottors Pound' on theJBody. 

About half past eight o'clock this 
morning a littlo girl informed Sargeant 
Sloan, of the Park police, that a man 
was dead in the bushes in tho park 
near the entrance. On going to tho 
spot, the officer found the body of a 
man, about forty years age, dressed in 
a full suit of gray mixed cassimero.stiff 
black hat and heavy brogans. There 
was a bullet wound in the head above 
the right ear, and on the ground, near 
his right liand,.>vns a Colt's revolver, 
with- three empty chambers. Lifo had 
been extinct about 12 hours. Coronet- 
Weeks was notified, and brought the 
remains to tho Morgue. On the body- 
were found a United States bolt pouch, 
half full of cartridges, a purse with 
SI 50 in money, and several small 
articles and papers, which gave a clue 
to the suicide's identity. The. first was 
the following letter of farewell: 

" Those of iny friends — who are so 
few —that may chance to learn of my 
end, T hope they ' will withhold their 
tears. To live in poverty and subject 
to the same conditions as a Chinaman 
is to die by inches. To defend the 
honor of a country without honor, is a 
useless undertaking. To he a soldier, 
is to be a dog; and to be a citizen of 
San Francisco, walking by the side of 
Chinamen, white or yellow, is to be tho 
peer of a soldier." j | 

On the reverse side was the following': 

This page I will devote lo bidding 
old acquaintances good -by, Imping they 
may never feel as miserable as 1 have ; 
but soon all will be ended, f am not 
superstitious of the future, neither do 
I boast of the past. I am fearless of 
God as 1 am of His. opponent — that 
chap that dwells in heated places. 
Ac;aiii 1 say to friends, good-by. To 
thy brother L wish to say, . that., .you 
may not be degraded at tfflttL, acta of 
inine. I could ever be youf friend/

had written: " Jly nickel watch J 
pledged ( at538 Koarny street ; forSl 50. 

The 
suicide had been a private in Captain 
Hasbrouck's Light Battery B, Fourth 
Artillery Regiment, U. S. A., and-'hWl 
enlisted on the 1st of October,' T$73, 
but had either been recaptured or was 
discharged on the 19th of last October. 
On, the back of the discharge was the 
following: " The owner of this piece of 
parchment would not associate his 
name with that of the cur who purports 
to have given it."

THE GOVERNOR GENERAL'S 
SPEECH. 

PEACE AND PROSPERITY 

A SURPLUS OF FOUR MILLIONS 

LEGISLATION FORESHADOWED. 

lF\ lu»uf Piipa'cli toTlie ColonWt.l 

Ottawa, Fob. 11. 
The governor general's speech congrat- 
ulates the country upon the continuance 
of peace and prosperity. Roferonce is 
made to the grief felt by Canadians at tho 
assassination of Garfield. Hi3 Excellency 
refers in glowing terms to his visit to the 
Northwest. The division of the terri- 
tory into four provincial districts and tho 
augmentation of the mounted police are n»* 
commended. Measures will be submitted 
for civil service reform, the readjustment 
of representation to facilitate tho Winding 
up of insolvent banks, insurance com- 
panies and trading corporations. The 
laws respecting the Dominion lands will 
be amended. Bills relating to the terms 
of office of Supreme and County Courts 
will be submitted. A surplus of four 
millions in announced. Part of this sum, 
will be used in tho reduction of 
national indebtedness and the remainder 
in the payment of public works deben- 
tures. The loan authorized by the House 
last session will, in consequence of the 
surplus, not be required. No reference 
is made to British Columbian affairs.

Great excitement prevails at Poetland 
in consequence of the testimony before 
the grand jury that Carrio Bradley, keep- 
er of a bagnio on Third street, was guilty 
of the murder of a man named J. N. 
Smith, whose body was found 
in tho Willamette river November 
20th, with a heavy stono about his neck 
and heels. Dolly Adams and Mollie Flipp, 
inmates of the house, last night while in 
a maudlin condition of intoxication, told 
Constable Simmons that Currie Bradley, 
with Charley Hamilton, and Jack Sulli- 
van, also called Pete Sullivan, induced 
John Brown into tho bngnio, drugged him 
with laudanum and put him to bed. After- 
wards Bradloy tied a sponge soaked with 
chloroform over hia nose. In the morn- 
ing the Adams girl came down stairs, and 
reported to Bradley that tho man was 
dead. Bradley responded : "Well, keep 
your mouth shut. He won't go blabbing 
about me any moro." She then went up 
stairs and with a pair of brass knuckles 
boat the doad man's oye3 in. Site sent 
Hamilton for a spade, with tho intention 
of burying Brown under tho house, but 
the ground was hard clay and tho grave 
could not easily be made. Tho same 
evening Bho hired John Mahono, a low 
hanger-on of the bagnio, to take tho body 
and throw it in tho river paying him $100 
for tho service. Mahono and Sullivan 
next morning left for San Francisco. 
Bradley and Hamilton stayed thore for 
somo time afterwards! They are reported 
on the steamer Idaho, now onroute from 
Puget Sound to San Francisco. The ob- 
joct of the murder was revenge. Brown 
was of middle age, a farmor, unmarried, 
and lived at Freeport, W. T. , and he 
came there for a Bpree. Dollie Adams, an 
inmate of Bradley's, robbed him of 85, 
for which he had her arrested. He then 
lodged a complaint against Bradley for 
keeping a house of ill-fame, and she 'was 
arrested on four charges. It is not known 
that Brown had any considerable amount 
on his person at the time of the murder. 
It is understood that the above statements 
were also made to the grand jury this 
afternoon. Bradley was one of the worst 
characters in Portland, and robberies at 
her house were of frequent occurrence, 
though no proof was over established 
against hor. District Attorney Caples 
had an intimation several weeks ago that 
3he was implicated in a murder, and that 
Adams and Flipp knew important facts, 
but feared tu make them known on ac- 
count of Bradley's revotigbfiil character. 
In order to give Bradley an opportunity 
to leave town, so that hor girls would tes- 
tify, tho District Attorney did not press 
the indictments for keeping a house of 
ill-famo. Hamilton was in former years 
foreman of the United Carriage Company 
of San Franoisco.

A "Wrack or Burnt Stoamor, 

Much uneasiness Iras been felt on tho 
Sound during tho last few days respecting 
a wreck, said to have been a steamer 
burned almost to the water's edge, seen 
ofl'Cape Mendocino or Blanco on Satur- 
day afternoon. Tho facts so far as have 
come to hand give no cause for alarm 
either here or elsewhere. A San Fran- 
cisco dispatch of the 12th, according to 
the Post-Intettigenver, says that all the 
steamers plying to these waters are ac- 
counted, for as follows: The Columbia is 
in port, State of California in Portland, 
and the Oregon crossed out Friday after- 
noon and will be due here to-day. Tho 
Idaho left Port To wnsend yesterday. Of 
tho colliera the Uylton Castlo is in port, 
Barnard Castle will bo due to-night, Mis- 
sissippi will bo due or.. Monday and tho 
Victoria on Tuesday. Tho description 
of the wrecked vessel as given does not 
agree with their appearance at sea, espe- 
cially deeply laden as they would 
bo coming. 

A private dispatch to the Merchants' 
Exchange from Westport says that be- 
tween 1 and U o'clock to-day tho wreck 
was seen in tow of what was thought to 
be two steamers. They wero both 10 
miles oft" Westport and heading south. 
Tho sea was smooth at tho time. Tho 
steamer Gipsy, which runs between this 
port and Eureka, was dispatched last 
night to proceed with all possible haste 
to look for the wreck and survivors. To- 
day the U. S. revenue cutter Richard 
Rush started for Westport to lend all pos- 
sible assistance in her power. 

A dispatch of tho loth from San Fran- 
cisco is of a quieting nature. Regarding 
the unknown wreck the general impres- 
sion amounts to almost a certainty that 
it cannot be any steamer plying to this 
port. All are satisfactorily accounted for 
at tho Oregon Improvement Company's 
office. The officers believe it will turn 
out to bo tho Uriana, which was burned 
at sea somo months ago. Goodall, Nol- 
son A Co. 's impression is that it was somo 
sailing vessel abandoned. It ia woll 
known that during the past year a num- 
ber of colliers have boon abandoned, ow- 
ing to spontaneous combustion or stress 
of weather. 

As the steamship Idaho only left this 
port some L'-l or 110 hours before the 
wreck was repotted to have been soon 
150 or 200 miloB below where sho could 
possibly have boon at that timo, thore is 
not tho slightest reason to suppose that 
vossel to bo in trouble of any description. 
Capt. Morse of tho O. W. Elder did not 
sight hor bocauso ho kept somo 15 or 20 
miles further off the coast than usual to 
avoid all possibility of collision on ac- 
count of tho weather being thick and 
heavy. The distress signals reported by 
the U. S. S. Wachusetts could have had 
nothing whatever to do with the disaster, 
if ono has occurred, because sho arrived 
in Esquinialt harbor about tho time tho 
wreck was sighted. Broken wires in every 
direction still prevent news coming 
through, or anxiety would soon bo set 
at rest so far as the Idaho or other stoam- 
ships in northern waters are concernod. 

A San Francisco dispatch of the 13th 
says:— -"The steamer Gipsy, which went 
out in search of the wrock, has returned. 
She went no further than Point Reyes,

A Discreditable Busiaoas— Libelling 
Our Fiah. 

The firm of Lu»k it Co. of San Francis- 
co, who descended to the fraudulent de- 
vice of labeling inferior Sacramento river 
salmon with Eraser river labels, have boon 
thoroughly exposed. Their excuse that 
they ran short of their own labels and 
used those of Lane A Co. is not accepted, 
tlow could it be, when t lie contents of 
the cans proved to In- white and flabby 
instead of the rich pink color characteris- 
tic of Eraser river salmon. Columbia 
river brands have alsu been extensively 
counterfeited by Californiums, and but for 
tho vigilance of a Chicago customs officer 
who imagined ho had iiscovured an at- 
tempted fraud on the revenue the dis- 
creditable business might have gone on 
for a long time without detection. Ac- 
cordingtothe Chicago Tribune, fraud is be- 
ing constantly perpetrated; cases have 
come under its observation where people 
had bought what purported to tie genuine 
Frascr river and Columbia river salmon, 
and boon obliged to throw the stuff away 
as unfit for food. Tho deception, of 
course, is not only a fraud on the purch- 
aser, but on the inland dealer in genuine 
salmon, and moro especially upon repu- 
table cannors on tho Pacific coast, whose 
goods it tends to bring into disfavor.

About a 
fortnight ago it is said they had a more 
than usual bitter quarrel about some 
trifle, and the cook commenced to beat 
tho boy unmercifully. Some of the 
men in the shanty rescued the boy 
from him, and the cook went off mut- 
tering threats of vengeance. Next 
morning neither tho cook nor bis as- 
sistant could be found, and it was 
thought tho boy had run away through 
fear of the cook, and that the lattor had 
taken hia departure owing to his rage 
at the men's influence. Another man 
was deputed to fill the absent cook's 
place. A few days later, on going? to 
a barrel of pork to remove some of the 
contents, he found 

amazement a boy's hand between two 
pieces of pork. Further investigation 
showed that the barrel contained a 
nurabor of pieces of human flesh, and 
the horrible conviction forced itself up- 
on the minds of those who made the 
discovery that the unfortunate boy had 
been cruelly murdered by the absent 
cook, who had then endeavored to con- 
ceal his crime by chopping up tho body 
of his victim and barrelling it up with 
the pork that the fihantyinen were to 
cat.

The piece 
had been imitated as much as possible 
from the great Passion Play, suitable 
scenery and gorgeous dresses having 
been obtained at great cost. The per- 
formance consisted cf a aeries of 
tableaux vivants, representing various 
events in the life of Christ. There were 
00 persons taking parts, of ages rang 
ing from 1 years to 82. The rector 
took a leading character, and from timo 
to time explanations was given of suc- 
cessive tableaux. Sections of music 
were played during tho performance 
from the Elijah and the Messiah, 

An interesting archaeological "find" 
has recently been made in Scotland. A 
shepherd happened to sit down to rest 
on a shoulder of the highest peak of 
Benvcre, a mouutain overlooking the 
waters of Lock-Loven. Here at an al- 
titude of more than 15,000 feet above 
the sea the shepherd chancing to poke 
his stick in the mossy sward brought 
up on its point what proved to be a 
very beautiful brooch of solid silver ex- 
quisitely chased and engraved. It is 
angular in shape and 3£ inches in dia 
meter. The pin or tongue ia wanting, 
having bren probably of baser metal, 
but tho brooch proper is as fresh and 
beautiful as on the day it was lost. "It 
is graven with many beautiful devices 
in slight alto relievo in the highest 
to his horror and style of mmlueval Celtic art and with 
grinins or other fabulous mon- 
sters in attitudes natural or gro- 
tesque, so beautifully executed 
even in the minutest details that ono is 
constrained to wonder if a modern ar- 
tist could do it bettor or do it at all so 
well." Antiquarian experts consider it 
a production of the 14 th century. It is 
not yet certain whether the ornamen- 
tation is symbolical and significant or 
purely arbitrary. There is, of course, 
wide room for conjecture as to how the 
brooch came where it was found. The 
region was at one timo famous for its 
stags and wild fowl, and two at least 
of the Stuart kings, James IV. and 
James V., used to visit their "well-be- 
loved blood relation," Duncan Stewart, 
the chief of the clan, for the purpose 
of hawking and hunting the stag. 
Hence it is inferred that the "Bonvore. 
brooch" may hai e dropped from the 
shoulder of a distinguished chief of the 
clan, or noblo of tho Court, or may pos- 
sibly—ravishing thought!— have fallen 
from the very shoulder of Royalty itself. 

7ao Nowark Sank. 

Newark, N. J., Feb. 1.— Much dis- 
satisfaction exists over the fifteen years' 
sentence of Baldwin, ex-cashier of the 
Mechanics' National Bank. Lately a 
forty-dollar embezzler here was senten- 
ced for as long a term as Baldwin.
